So violent a florm of rain, attended with 
thunder and lightning, fell near Fordingbridge 
and Ringwood, in Hamphhire, that the water 
of the brooks running from the New Foreft 
into the river Avon, was, in lefs than an 
hour's time, raifed to the height of ten or 
twelve feet perpendicular.
